It ſeemedſtrangeto me, when I ſaw ſoloftie a ſtile, 
cologreat a Cardinall, ſubſcribed with yourname.

Thoſe great works would not bee 
concealed, I haue heard indeed of a certaine veric 
admirable excerciſe, whichthe Iuſuits hauc,to coulen 
young Gentlemen, and get from them that which 
their triends haue lettthem, & 1 could name thepar- 
ties ; but you mcane not them,M. Blckwe!l,doc you? 
Surely except you haue the parties names on your 
fingers ends , you were muchto blame to write thus 
tothe Cardinall.,Or otherwiſe MGarnet of likelihood 
told you ſuch atale, & you verie wilcly belecucd him . 
But that will not ſerue the turne for you pretend to 
write the marter vpon your owne knowleage,and pro- 
telle, that youyour ſelte haue receiued much calc, 8 
conſolation out of their fountaines; and that many 0- 
ther Saints in priſon, haue been reftrethed by them, 
It was ſurely well done of them. I,andiome others, 
could ſay ſomewhattor the {ecular Prieſts that haue

Ihaucnot hithertoforgotten in my praters,my good 
benetactors. I, and others with me,hauec oftentimes 
felt ſome want 1n priſon, and were afluredly verie vn- 
fortunate , Stam prompte , ad ſanitos refocilandos in 
carcere detentos occurrerint, it they were cucr ſoreadic 
to helpe vs (as theſe your words 1mport)that they ne- 
uer came by our dores, Our oftquettion, it che leſu- 
ies hauc beenſo liberall, as you informed the Catdi- 
nall, you that were abroad (ti]| in the ſunne-ſhine,de- 
uoureditall; wethar were inthe ſhadowot priſons re- 
cciued nothing. 

But in good ſooth,M. 5laekwel,to commune aword 
or two with you , as concerning the great burthen of 
the day,and heat youſpeak of ; Vhar hath your bur. 
then beene, that you (houldthus brag of un? About 
20 yeeres lince,tomy remembrance,you were imprt- 
ſoned in London:but your brother,being the Biſhop 
of Londons Regiſter, by tauor procured your releaſe 
veric ſhortly after . Since which me, the greateſt 
heat that (for ought I know)you haueendured,hath 
ben by the Sunne1n the heat of Summer,in troubling 
your walkings; and bythe fire in winter, when you ſat 
roo neerit;zor by your ſoft bed, when you had roo ma- 
ny cloaths vpon you : For many Prieſts that way (M. 
Blickwell)hauve not had your good tortune :{\uch hath 
been the liberalitic of a right good Gentlewoman to-

Bur 
in all you write hereof,are meer fictions, and ſhamelelle 
lic vntruths, ſuch as few men bur your ſelte in England, 
C- would haue preſumed to haue vitered, much lefleto 
u- , haucmrittentoRome : where many mile men could 
di- ealily diſcerne your tolly, or rather diſhoneſtie, or ar 
Je- the leaſt could not bee long deceiued by you, Wee 
[C- knowyou are a man, thatifyou beeclapped onthe 


backe, and encouraged, youdare write anything ;but 
otherwiſe achecke doth daunt, and dejedtyou . We 
doc therefore bethrew the leſuits, that haue put thus 
lying ſpirit and this audaciouſneſle into you. 
Marric, I doe much mazvaile, that you ſhould bee 
ſo groſlely bewitched by them,as not to ſparethe Ca- 
tholikes generally throughout England, and involuc 
them allo withia the compalle ot your childiſh ca- 
lumniations, It might hauc been ſufficient for you 
(M. Blackw-{i)to haue defamed vs,and magnified the 
leſuits at your pleaſure, though you had not pinched 
atthem. Alas, it they torlake vs, what (hall we doe ? 
It ſeemeth, that the leſuits with their owne patrimo- 
nies will be good vnto you , but whatwill become of 
vs? VVeec mult tticke torhe lay Catholikes, and richie 
vpon their pititull compaſſion of our nece!lities, or 


elle we mult perith, Atrer you haue awphbtiedhe les 
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ſuits liberalitie in recciuing of Prieſts frombeyond 
the ſeas; in feeding, cloathing, horling, andplacing 
them ; andtherevpondoe further adde , howthey re- 
lecue all forrs of diſtreſſed poore Catholikes, both in 
priſon, and out of priſon : you doe by the way in a 
(hore parentheſis, prevent this oviection , which 
might have been made tothe no {mall blemiſhing

{or they are ſcarce mites, that by almes doth cometo 
their hands : itis their owne patrimonies which they 
imploy ro theſe good purpoſes . It is verie well ſaide 
of you (good Maſter Bluckwell)and like a tall cham-
